And whereas no objeclion or suggestion was receiv¬ 
ed from the public to the said notice by the afore¬ 
said Cantonment Board, during the period specified 
in the notice.

BYE-LAWS 

1. (1) Short title and commencement.—These 
bye-laws may be called the Ferozepur Cantonment 
(Regulation of the use or occupation of any street or 
public place by itinerant vendors or by other per¬ 
sons) Amendment Bye-laws, 1990; 

(2) They shall come inti' force on the date o^’ its 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Suh-stitution of Bye-law No. 2.—in the Feroze¬ 
pur Cantonment (Regulation of the use or occupa¬ 
tion of any street or public place by iii)ierant vendors 
or by other persons) Bye-laws, 1979, for bye-law 
No. 2, the following byc-law shall be .sub.'tiUited, 
namely :— 

“Permission for temporary occupation of Street 
Land or Public Plac^ and fees chargeable 
for .such use or occupation.” 

No itinoraiit senders, hawkers, pcdleis or <'.|hcr 
persons shall use or occupy any .street or any place 
within the Cantonment Board Area for the sale of 
articles or the c.rcrcise of any calling or the setting 
up of any booth or stall or wooden kiosk without 
first obtaining a permit from the Executive Oflicer of 
the Board in the form prc.scribed in the schedule, 
without the payment of the fee which may be pres¬ 
cribed by the Board from time to time.”
